heightens the necessity for a rapid 
solution. 

The elimination of grade cross- 
ings, either by relocation of high- 
ways or rail lines, or by grade sep- 
aration, which constitutes the only 
perfect solution of the problem, 
should be carried on under a proper 
program, Mr. Aishton declared, first 
by eliminating the most dangerous 
crossings on thoroughfares carrying 
heavy traffic and second by so de- 
signing new highways or railroads 
that the connection by both could be 
avoided. 

The serious obstacles in the way 
of the expansion of America’s for- 
eign trade in the markets of the 
world can only be overcome in their 
effects by concerted action and more 
hearty cooperation, according to 
Edward F. Feely, American consu- 
lar attache at Buenos Aires. 

The most serious obstacles to the 
development of American trade with 
South American countries, particu- 
larly Argentine, according to Mr. 
Feely are the absence of invest- 
ments of American capital in pro- 
ductive or trade producing enter- 
prises, and the relatively small con- 
suming population of our own na- 
tionality in those countries. 

These obstacles will be magni- 
fied, Mr. Feely added, when it is 
understood that in so far as Ameri- 
ca’s most seriously competitors are 
concerned, these conditions are re- 
versed. 

Elliott H. Goodwin, in speaking 
of the traffic problems of the cities 
declared that the situation is made 
complicated for solution by the fact 
that commercial organizations, gen- 
erally, have not yet created ade- 
quate machinery to work on traffic 
problems, and suggested that a 
commtitee composed of business 
men and transportation executives 
in each city be appointed to survey 
the problem. 

The National Aeronautic associa- 
tion presented the following reso- 
lution to the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States for considera- 
tion: 

“The National Aeronautic asso- 
ciation proposes a declaration in- 
dorsing the principles and methods 
heretofore sanctioned by the board 
of governors for the aeronautical 
development of this country. 


Federal Air Control. 


“The passage by Congress of a 
Federal statute placing the control 
of civil aeronautics under the De- 
partment of Commerce for the Fed- 
eral supervision of air traffic, the 
examination and licensing of pilots, 
the inspection and licensing of air- 
craft, the establishment of air 
routes, the regulation of foreign air 
commerce and a provision for the 
creation of an American merchant 
air fleet. — 

H. A. Smith, president of the Na- 
tional Fire Insurance Co., in an ad- 
dress before the insurance group 
meeting, urged the passage by all 
States of legislation compelling the 
certification of automobile titles. 

Twenty-four States have this leg- 
islation already, Mr. Smith pointed 
out, but to prevent automobile 
thieves from running stolen cars 
form States which have this regula- 
tion into States which do not have 
it, uniform laws in all the States 
are necessary. 


Government Interference 
In Business Is Opposed 


Unalterable opposition to lIegis- 
lation directed toward group gov- 
ernment interference in private 
business was voiced by the natural 
resources group of the National 
Chamber of Commerce, at its an- 
nal luncheon yesterday in the 
Hotel Washington. This action 
followed the address of Walter 
Barnum, Pacific coast coal opera- 
tor, in which he declared there is 
no public need for any of the 50 
bills now before Congress to regu- 
late the coal industry. 

Additional resolutions stressing 
the necessity of revising methods 
of forest taxation in order to pro- 
mote timber conservation and re- 
forestation through private enter- 
prise were.adopted. 


NATIONAL PARKS BILL 
FAVORABLY REPORTED 


Shenandoah, Smoky Moun- 
tain and Mammoth Cave 
Projects Are Approved. 


The House public lands commit- 
tee yesterday unanimously re- 
ported favorably the bill for the 
establishment of the Shenandoah 
and Smoky Mountain national 


parks, and a second bill for a 
third national park in the Mam- 
moth Cave region of Kentucky. 

Favorable action by the Senate 
committee was postponed because 
witnesses who appeared before the 
House committee do not get 
away in time to attend the sched- 
uled Senate committee hearing. 
The latter committee is to meet 
again today. 

Establishment of the Mammoth 
Cave park is contingent on the 
people of Kentucky following the 
example of residents of Virginia, 
North Carolina and Tennessee in 
raising sufficient money to se 


the park land and present it to the 
Federal government. 


hibition enforcement machinery was 
approved yesterday by a Senate ju- 
diciary subcommittee which has 
been considering legislation to 
make prohibition enforcement more 
effective. Favorable reports were 
ordered on the Goff and Cummins 
bills. 

The provisions affecting the Dis- 


trict police force are incorporated in 
a general enforcement bill which 
will be reported to the full commit- 
tee tomorrow, it was said. 

District policemen would have 
full authority to enter Maryland and 
Virginia under the measure. Dis- 
trict police court judges would be 
given authority to issue liquor war- 
rants and all members of the Dis- 
trict police department would be 
eligible to serve the warrants. 

The additional powers were rec- 
ommended by Treasury Department 
officials several weeks ago. The 
plan is an extension of the plan 
inaugurated by the late Commis- 
sioner Oyster and the late Maj. Dan- 
jel Sullivan, superintendent of po- 
lice, who had a number of their 
men clothed with special prohibi- 
tion enforcement authority by the 
Treasury Department. 


Not Likely to Pass. 


The measure, not expected to pass 
this session, generally provides more 
stringent restrictions and larger 
powers for enforcement officials. 

The Cummins bill is designed to 
permit Gen. Andrews to employ re- 
tired officers of the army and navy 
in prohibition enforcement. 

As it now stands, the Goff 
measure proposes stricter laws as to 
permits, and contains a provision 
for locking and sealing and regis- 
tering apparatus for the manufac- 
ture of any intoxicating malt or 
cereal beverage when not in opera- 
tion or when under suspension. It 
also provides for the registration 
of buildings designed for the manu- 
facture of cereal beverages. Heavy 
fine and imprisonment penalties 
are provided. 

Section 4, of the bill, relates to 
the diversion of denatured liquors, 
removal of denaturants and like 
matters. It provides extremely 
heavy penalties of imprisonment of 
not over ten years, or fine not over 
$25,000, or both. 


Seven Other Provisions. 


Another section imposes penal- 
ties for forging or counterfeiting 
applications, permits, permit forms, 
prescriptions and the like. Section 
seven tightens up rum row by per- 
mitting officers of the customs or 
of the coast guard to board any 
vessel at any place on the high 
seas to ‘‘examine the manifest and 
to inspect, search and examine the 
vessel and every part thereof, and 
of any person, trunk or package 
on board and to this end may hail 
and stop such vessel, if under way, 
and use all necessary force to com- 
pel compliance.” 

Another important provision of 
the Goff measure relates to issue of 
search warrants to search any pri- 
vate dwelling on evidence that any 
still is used or set up for use there- 
in for the manufacture or sale or 
unlawful disposition of liquor. 


Prisoner Charges 
Sentence Illegal 


William G. Davis, who was sen- 
tenced on March 6 to serve two 
years on a charge of violating the 
antinarcotic laws, sued out a writ 
of habeas corpus yesterday in the 
District supreme court in which he 
charged that his confinement in 
jail is unlawful. 

Through Attorney I. Q. H. Al- 
ward, Davis says that he pleaded 
guilty on July 16 last and should 
have been sentenced in the July 
term of the criminal courts and be- 
cause he was not, he says, his con- 
finement is unlawful. The prisoner 
also says he was promised a 60 or 
90 day sentence if he pleaded guilty 
and testified for the government in 
another case. Justice Hitz ordered 
oe brought into court next Tues- 

ay. 


36 District Prisoners 
Go to Leavenworth 


Thirty-six prisoners left the Dis- 
trict jail yesterday under guard of 
C. O. Nicholson and ten other 
guards for the Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary, but 71-year-old Billy Mad- 
den, former cetcher for the Wash- 
ington baseball club under Mike 
Scanlon, friend of Gen. Grant, was 
not among those who went. 

Arrested for taking narcotics, 
Madden was kept in the District 
jail for a year.

PRESIDENT UNDECIDED — 
~ ON SUMMER RESIDENCE 


Reports He Will Pass Vaca- 
tion in Adirondacks Are 
Called Premature. 


Decision has not been reached by 
President Coolidge as to where he 
will pass the summer. The various 
reports whereby the Summer White 
House would be in the New York 


Adirondack mountains, are at least 
premature, the White House spokes- 
man stated yesterday. It was ex- 
plained that the -Kirkwood estate, 
near Saranac lake, was one of a 
number of others that are available, 
but that the statement that final ac- 
tion had been taken to lease it was 
not true. 

Frank W. Stearns, the personal 
friend of the President, and others 
close to him, have inspected most 
of the. places which have been offer- 
ed, and have reported to the Presi- 
dent the good and bad points they 
saw in them. These reports are be- 
ing given consideration by both Mr. 
and Mrs. Coolidge, and it is expected 
an agreement will be reached some- 
time this week. 

There are so many angles which 
must be taken into consideration 
that the reaching of a decision is 
difficult. It is- not alone the per- 
sonal comfort of the President and 
Mrs. Coolidge, and the question of a 
location for the personal staff so 
that necessary official business can 
be taken care of, but the social side 
and family comfort also is a mate- 
rial factor. Mrs. Coolidge and her 
son, John, who naturally will spend 
a considerable portion of his sum- 
mer vacation with his father and 
mother, hardly would want to be 
marooned where they would not 
have opportunity to indulge in vari- 
ous forms of recreation. Last sum- 
mer at Swampscott, Mrs. Coolidge 
went surf bathing daily, took long 
walks about the shore country, and 
from time to time entertained per- 
sonal guests. 

The objection to most of the 
places that have been offered in the 
mountains seem to center around 
the question of the personal comfort 
of Mrs. Coolidge. 

It is now believed that the 
President will be able to start on 
his vacation shortly after June 21. 
The annual business meeting of the 
government, which is arranged by 
the director of the budget and at 
which the chief speaker is the 
President, will take place on June 
21. It is among the possibilities 
that, if the weather is very hot then 
and Congress is out of the way, 
that the President will go directly 
from the meeting that night to the 
train and proceed immediately to 
his summer home. 

He will return to Philadelphia 
July 4 and 5, attending church 
Sunday, July 4, and make a patri- 
otic addréss at the sesquicentennial 
Patriot’s day celebration. After- 
ward he will take part in a proces- 
sion which is to mark the opening 
of the bridge connecting Philadel- 
phia and Camden, N. J. It was of- 
ficially stated yesterday that Mr. 
Coolidge will not make an address 
in Camden.

Another feature of the commis- 
sion’s deliberations today was the 
vigorous reiteration by Ambassador 
Palacios, Spain’s delegate, that the 
Spanish government will demand a 
permanent seat in the league coun- 
cil. 

Ambassador Palacios argued that 
the entrance of Germany into the 
league, the covenant’s agreement 
that the permanent members shall 
be allied or associated powers of the 
world war, would cease to be Bind- 
ing. He felt that, as a former ad- 
versary of the allies would become 
a permanent member, the time was 
ripe to invite Spain, as the greatest 
neutral of the war, to a permanent 
seat. 

Ambassador von Hoesch said 
that he reserved the right to inter- 
vene in the discussion when detailed 
projects were introduced. Mean- 
while he said he wanted to assure 
the delegates that Germany realizes 
fully the great importance of the 
commission’s negotiations both for 
the future of the league and for the 
future of the political situation in 
Europe. 


Great War Menace Scen. 


Berlin, May 11 (By A. P.).—In 
launching a campaign for the estab- 
lishment of a pan-European feder- 
ation, the Austrian Count von Cou- 
denhove-Kalergi writes in the Vos- 
siche Zeitung that ‘‘Europe is on 
the verge of another war.” The 
war menace, he declares, is greater 
than in 1914; the present European 
developments are to be viewed from 
historical standpoints as the pre- 
lude to a new outbreak. 

“One day Europe will have 
placed before her the alternative of 
war or a general revolution as a 
countermeasure to a new outbreak, 
and this means the smashing of the 
present European system,”’ says the 
count, who long has been a leader 
in the mgvement in favor of the or- 
ganization of a United States of 
Europe. 

One menace, he says, threatens 
from Italy, ‘‘the objective of whose 
avowed imperialism and militarism 
still is uncertain, whether directed 
toward Africa, Asia, or Europe.’’ 

“Today,’’ says Count von Cou- 
lenhove, ‘‘any lunatic is capable of 
involving Europe in another war.”’ 
The only salvation seen by him is a 
pan-European conference perma- 
nently establishing obligatory arbi- 
tration; the rescinding of all spe- 
cial political agreements by Euro- 
pean countries; pan-European pro- 
tection of minorities; a colonial 
agreement, and an economic al- 
liance.

MAY HAVE PNEUMONIA 
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Auburn, N. Y., May 11 (By A. 
P.).— “‘Cat-eye Annie,’’ so called 
because of the peculiar coloring of 
the iris of one of’ her eyes, tonizht 
was ill in the Auburn prison hos- 
pital recovering from her latest un- 
successful attempt to regain her 
liberty. 

The woman, who was sentenced 
to serve 10 years for the theft of 
$75,000 worth of jewelry from a 
Buffalo home, where she was em- 
ployed as a maid, escaped by dig- 
ging through her cell wall and scal- 
ing the outer barrier early yester- 
day. She was found under a pile 
of straw in a field 11 miles north 
of Auburn this morning suffering 
from -exposure, exhaustion and 
hunger. Auburn prison officials re- 
fused to confirm or deny reports 
that she had developed pneumonia. 

“Cat-eye Annie,’’ known under 
many aliases, but sentenced as Mrs. 
Lillian McDowell, had no money 
nor weapons when found. A farmer 
noticed her arm pv’otruding from 
a pile of straw and promptly noti- 
fied the prison authorities. A party 
led by John Martin, deputy keeper, 
found her in a pitiable condition. 
Her thin gingham prison dress had 
served as little protection against 
the cold rain, and she had been 
without food since Sunday. She 
was barely able to talk. 

The notorious jewelry _ thief, 
while awaiting sentence in Buffalo 
last fall, one morning fashioned a 
dummy out of bed clothes in her 
cot. -She broke her ankle in leap- 
ing out a window and was captured 
a short time afterward in an un- 
furnished house in a suburb. She 
was rushed to court and was taken 
to Auburn on a stretcher.

ans’ bureau, the Soldiers Home, or 
the public health service may be 
committed on a departmental order. 
This practice has been operating 
since 1875, and there is argument 
both for and against the procedure. 
Dr. W. A. White, superintendent 
of the hospital, testified that the 
present day tendency is to get away 
from cumbersome legal procedure, 
and in fact there was a local move- 
ment to that end sometime ago.

THE RAILROAD LABOR BILL. 


By the overwhelming vote of 69 to 13 the 
Senate has passed the Watson-Parker railroad 
labor bill, which has already passed the 
liouse. It is understood that President Cool- 
idge is not entirely satisfied with the bill, be- 
cause no provision is made in it for representa- 
.tion of the public in the boards to be set up 
for adjustment of railroad wage differences. 
An amendment which would have enabled the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to intervene 
was defeated. But it is not presumed that the 
President will veto the bill, as it undoubtedly 
reflects the policy of Congress in dealing with 
future railroad wage disputes, and leaves the 
way open for government intervention in case 
of a deadlock creating a dangerous emergency. 

In any event, the public can not be sub- 
jected to the burden of increased railroad 
rates through the connivance of the workers 
and the managers so long as the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is functioning. The 
fear that the bill may encourage wage in- 
creases at the expense of the public is not 
well founded. The interstate commerce act 
is still valid and effective.

RAILROADS AND FARMERS. 


Frequently it is asserted by those who favor 
a subsidy to farmers that since the government, 
under the transportation act of 1920, “‘subsi- 
dizes’’ or guarantees a profit to the stockhold- 
ers of railroads, the government is justified in 
“subsidizing” the farmers. 

This statement is based on the theory that 
railroads and agriculture are in the same cate- 
<ory—-both private enterprises. During the 
debate on the railroad bill in the Senate, Sena- 
tor Reed, of Missouri, said: 


There are three parties to every one of 
these great railroad problems. There is 
the stockholder or owner of the road; 
there are the employes on the road; then 
there is the great public. The railroads 
are not private enterprises; they are not 
zoverned by the rules of law that govern 
private enterprises. They are public en- 
terprises. Because they are public high- 
ways and public enterprises, they exercise 
the right of eminent domain. They are 
created by the public; they are protected 
by the public. They are not private enter- 
prises at all. 


This is a correct statement; and for that rea- 
son what Congress does toward assisting them 
is not a “subsidy,” but an act for the public 
good and the general welfare. It is not logical 
to compare farm organizations with railroads 
in the matter of aid from Congress or the gov- 
ernment. The government regulates railroad 
rates. Are farmers willing that the govern- 
ment should regulate them?

LOOKING FOR ARCTIC LAND. 

The airship Norge sailed yesterday morning 
from Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, for Point Bar- 
row, Alaska, via the north pole. 
well the dirigible will arrive at Point Barrow 
Friday. The distance is about 2,000 miles. 
Capt. Roald Amundsen, discoverer of the south 
pole, and Lincoln Ellswerth, an American, are 
at the head of the Norge’s expedition. The 
ship is piloted by Col. Umberto Nobile, an 
Italian aviation officer who superintended the 
construction of the Norge and piloted her from 
Rome to Spitzbergen—a more dangerous voy- 
age, by the way, than the one now undertaken. 

The Norge will not stop at the pole. Capt. 
Amundsen’s chief object is to find land. It is 
hoped that small islands, at least, will be 
found, which may serve as landing stations for 
future air expeditions into the arctic. Capt. 
Amundsen’s observation of the flight of birds 
during previous explorations has convinced 
him that land exists between the pole and the 
Alaskan coast. 

While the Norge is trying to make her way 
across the unknown polar region to Alaska 
Capt. Wilkins, in an airplane, is supposed to be 
flying 500 miles to the northward of Point Bar- 
row looking for land. 

The flight just made by Lieut. Comdr. Byrd 
and the explorations of Capt. Amundsen and 
Capt. Wilkins. have attracted the attention of 
the world. The flight to the pole encourages the 
hope that the unknown region north of Alaska 
will soon be traversed with safety. The dis- 
covery of a large body of land would add im- 
mensely to the interest of the voyages and 
might result in great profit to the nations in- 
terested. If Capt. Amundsen should discover 
land, he will claim it in behalf of the King of 
Norway. As the United States has no jurisdic- 
tiom beyond the bootleg limit of the coast of 
Alaska, it could not reasonably dispute the 
claim of discovery set up by Amundsen, or by 
anybody else. Capt. Wilkins, on the other hand, 
will claim for the United States any land he 
may discover on his flight into the arctic. 
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“ECONOMIC BARRIERS.” 


At the sixth annual dinner of the American 
Committee of the International Chamber of 
Commerce, one of the speakers said: 


The United States as the foremost credi- 
tor nation of the world can bring a whole- 
some readjustment of the world’s economic 
situation only by lessening many of the 
barriers that now stand in the way of 
debtor nations. 


Ever since the world war much has been said 
about ‘‘economic barriers.’’ Obviously the re- 
moval of what are called ‘‘economic barriers’’ 
is another definition of free and unrestrained 
commerce between all nations, regardless of 
differences in standard of living, differences in 
wages, differences in industrial and economic 
conditions. 

Experience since the world war shows that 
there are no ‘‘economic barriers’’ that of them- 
selves interfere with trade and commerce. 
Commerce proceeds regardless of these ‘“‘bar- 
riers;’’ and wherever they are raised they pro- 
mote the general domestic welfare. The time 
has not yet arrived when ‘economic barriers” 
can be removed so far as the United States is 
concerned. és 

It is far more important for the United 
States to maintain and preserve its economic 
independence and its high standard of living 
than to accept pauper labor goods as payment 
for debts owed by foreign countries. This 
country would be a fool to pauperize its labor- 
ers for the sake of creating business for foreign 
pauper labor.

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COAL EMERGENCIES. 


The Senate committee on education and 
labor has favorably reported a bill to regulate 
interstate and foreign commerce in coal and 
to promote the general welfare in so far as it 
is dependent on the use of coal. 

The bill enlarges the powers of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, requiring the bureau of 


essential facts and conditions relating to the 
production, distribution and storage of coal, 
including cost, prices, profits, marketing, 
wages, working conditions, &c. 

In the event of a threatened strike in the 
coal industry the President is authorized to 
employ, in his discretion, any existing agencies 
suitable to mediate a dispute, or to induce the 
disputants to submit to voluntary arbitration. 

If the dispute is not settled in this manner 
and interruption of interstate commerce is 
threatened, the President is authorized to 
create an emergency coal board. It will be 
the duty of the board to investigate and re- 
port to the President upon the controversy 
within 30 days. 

The bill also provides for emergency distri- 
bution in event there is substantial restraint 
or interruption of interstate commerce in coal.

Bubbling Over, 
out in Kentucky, startles the race-goers by 
winning in track-record time, and he takes 
Pompey’s place in public estimation.

This frank statement probably will not dis- 
suade Democratic leaders from continuing 
their efforts to induce Mr. Young to actept 
the nomination, once it has been determined 
that they will have to get along without Gov. 
Smith. Indeed, the latter is one of Mr. Young's 
strongest admirers. It is understood that he 
has for some time looked upon the associate 
of Gen. Dawes as an available candidate for 
almost any office, and when it comes to picking 
the Democratic candidate next August Gov. 
Smith probably will have more influence in 
making the choice than any other man in his 
party. 

Mr. Young may not be a politician, but there 
are times when a business man fits nicely into

It will thus be seen 
that I must pay in an additional 
amount of $391 in order to receive 
an additional $240, provided that 
I am fortunate enough to live five 
years after my retirement.

It is equipped 
etaaplately as a passenger carrier 
and is fitted with one large combined 
control and passenger car mounted 
wel] forward. 

There is accommodation for 20 
passengers in this car.

She is 348 feet long with a max- 
imum height of 85 feet 4 incnes 
and a maximum width of 64 feet. 
Her maximum speed is 62 miles 
an hour.

SEPARATION IS UNSOUND 


Charleston, S. C., May 11 (By A. 

.).— An echo of the air power con- 
troversy precipitated by William 
Mitchell, the assistant chief of the 
army air service, crept into the 
commencement exercises at the Col- 
lege of Charleston tonight when 
Rear Admiral William Moffett, 
navy air chief, reiterated his belief 
that air forces should never be sepa- 
Tated from the fleet. 

“Either through ignorance or 
Malicious intent the navy has been 
charged with being opposed to the 
fullest development of its air arm,” 
Admiral Moffett said. ‘Such accu- 
Sations are false and without foun- 
dation. The navy, however, has 
been opposed to powerful attempts 
to wrest its aircraft from it and to 
the attempts of irresponsible in- 
dividuals to create distrust in thé 
ability and integrity of those di- 
rectly concerned with the agencies 
of the national defense. Confidence 
in the forces safeguarding our in- 
terests is essential to national se- 
curity. 

“Our progress has been steady 
and our policies sane. That we have 
resisted the attempts to weaken our 
Navy by following the dictates of 
radicals, should be placed to our 
credit. 

“It can be truthfully stated that 
aerial efficiency is henceforth to be 
the true measure of sea power. That 
such is the reality of tomorrow no 
One can doubt in the light of post- 
War progress and achievements. 

. To meet the exacting require- 
mznts of efficiency, the utilization 
‘of aerial weapons at sea cannot be’ 
hastily improvised in war time, 
but must be carefully prepared for 
by competent and responsible ex- 
perts having faith in the future of 
air power, and perseveringly work- 
hy along evolutionary practical 

nes.”’ .

Advancement of the Colored People, 
protesting against segregation of

All the members 
of the council disapproved of the 
location of the colored pool. Robert 
Faulkner wanted a pool for colored 
bathers located in the Northeast sec- 
tion, stating that colored residents 
there would have to go 8 miles to 
the proposed location. Mr. Haven- 
ner said there should be one in each 
division of the city. Dr. Richardson 
proposed the resolution to be pre- 
sented. to Maj. Grant and it was 
unanimously adopted. . 

W. I. Swanton’s proposal] that a 
10-year fiscal program be adopted 
for the District was referred for 
further study to a committee con- 
sisting of himself and Mr. Dough- 
erty. 

Mr. Faulkner presented a reso- 
lution repeating the council's de- 
mand for repeal of the Borland 
amendment, but asking that, pend- 
ing such action, special assessments 
for street paving be collected in 
four annual instalments instead of 
two as at present and that the rate 
of interest thereon be reduced from 
8 to 6 per tent. He said he wanted 
to relieve small salaried workers of 
part of their burden. Objection 
was raised that the alternative pro- 
posal might weaken the case for 
repeal and action was postponed. 

The council approved a draft of 
a bill for annual instead of biennial 
assessment of reaity and ordered it 
sent to the chairman of the House 
District committee. It provides for 
nine additional clerks in the asses- 
sor’s office, at an @nnual outlay of 
$18,000. It was said that it would 
result in increased revenue of 
$85,000 to $100,000 a year. 

A proposal that the commission- 
ers organize a municipal reference 
library in the District building was 
approved.

DISPOSAL PLANT BILL 
FAVORABLY REPORTED 


House Measure Providing for 
Acquisition of Cherry Hill

The plant cost $750,000, and the 
District commissioners estimate it 
would cost $1.000,000 to construct 
another plant and purchase land 
elsewhere. The owners want the 
District to buy all of the 450 acres 
in the tract, but the District wants 
only the 25 acres it has been leas- 
ing and 40 additional acres to pro- 
vide for enlargement. The land is 
assessed at $6 an acre and the com- 
missioners offered to buy it at $40 
an acre. The bill provides for con- 
demnation. proceedings.

Common Sense 
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FORMULAS. 
Formulas and examples are some-

HOSPITALS: OLD AND NEW. 

FEW years ago Dr. W. J. Mayo 
A gave James O’Donnell Bennett 

an instructive interview on the 
change in the attitude of the av- 
erage man and woman toward hos- 
pitals. Dr. Mayo told Bennett of 
how people looked at hospitals 
when his father, Dr. William Wor- 
rell Mayo, was a young man. There 
were but few hospitals in that day. 
and great was the public distrust 


of such as they were. This horror 
of the hospital had a foundation. 


One hundred years ago and less 
the hospital was a bad place to be 
sick in. Some had to go there, but 
God pity them! Many died. Many 
went there for one disease and 
picked up one or more new ones 
while there. It was a worse place 
to be born in. The maternity wards 
reeked with infection for both 
mother and child. If surgery was 
called for, the afflicted man was 
even better off in his home, in spite 
of all its lack of conveniences, than 
he was in the hospitals, where gan- 
grene and sepsis in the tissues of 
patients waited a chance to get into 
new wounds. 

In the civil war it was found that 
both the sick and the wounded did 
better when they were housed out- 
side hospitals. When Lester went 
to Edinburgh nearly all severe frac- 
ture cases became infected and died. 

Now hospitals have friends—in 
fact, the community is their friend. 
For this there is foundation. Surgi- 
cal wards are so clean that wounds 
are rarely infected. Childbed fe- 
ver is almost unheard of in the 
maternity ward. The cleanliness 
of the medical ward has both made 
disease - ‘'der and lessened its 
prevalen Physicians recognize 
that typunoid fever, scarlet fever, 
measies and many other diseases 
are milder than they were a quarter 
of a century ago. The probable 
reason for much of this is the great- 
er cleanliness of the sick room. It 
was the clean hospital which taught 
the home how to keep the sick 
room clean. 

Here is an illustration along the 
the same line. Keeping the mouth of 
a sick person clean not only adds 
greatly to his comfort but lightens
